the pre«nt summer has t-een the cause of a 
great deal of complaint among; ihe property 
holders, and more es|>ecially frc.m those living 
in the southern part of the city. 
Hut little 


water it seen in the ditches on Cascade and 
Nevada Avenues and Weber Street, south of 
Pike's I'cak Avenue, and on many of the cross 
streets it does not run at all. 
The consequence 


is that many of the trees in that part of town 
have made no growlh whatever, Ad are prema- 
turely shedding their leaves--while gardening 
or lawn making is absolutely out of the question. 


Probably those whose property has suffered 


finm want of water might have borne the afflic- 
tion motr philosophically had there been a 
general 
scarcity of water 
>n our mountain 


streams ihis season ; but such has no! been (he 
case. 
The Fountain has carried an abundance 


of water down it.s channel, and nothing but the 
i n c a p a c i t y of our main ditches has prevented 
our 
having a full supply of water on every 


street 
for gardening and domestic purposes. 


The rpiinlain ditch when built would c'rry a 
stream of water thirty inches deep, six feet 
wide, (lowing with a velocity of aUiut 2 '.'j 
miles an hour, and cost fi.ooo per nnle, flumes 
included. 
I( was never necessary, however, to 


run the ditch to its full capacity to meet the re 
quiremsnts of the town, and its hanks have 
been allowed |o wear down in some places and 
drifting sands to accumulate in others, until its 
prf-ent capacity is much less than its capacity 
five year, agn. 
It i« probable that an ex 


penditure of 
al»>ut £1,500 w i l l have to br 


made during (he coming fall and 
winter to 


put it in thoiongh older, a/ler which $5<x> a 
year, exclusive of the ci^nse <if repairing 
bicaki c.uised by violent storms, will have 
to be expended. 


As the ownership and control of the ditch 


has passed fruni the Colorado Springs Com- 
pany to the cily, would it not be well for !x)th 
the people and Iheit eieculive officers to rea!i/e 
the fact that i! WK want water hereafter 
we 


niu-u pay for it > hi order to make our town 
desirable to invalids and others who are seeking 
homes in Colorado, it mwst be a» attractive as 
fine, streets, .shady avenues, and neat lawns can 
make i t ; and to accomplish this, water is as 
necessary as blood is to the human 
system. 


The city lanes m i l l be lighter this year than 
they would have been hac the ditches In en 
thoroughly repaired last 'une ; but hundreds of 
stuntec, trees and scores of unattractive yards 
are the result, and in. themselves they present 
arg umenLs too conclusive I4> he brushed aside.
